Mr. Sewall has informed the State 
Department that H. E. Cooper, at pres¬ 
ent Attorney-General of Hawaii, has 
been appointed Minister of Finance 
ad interim. 

In diplomatic oircles it is asserted 
that Emperor William has given up his 
visit to Carlsruho in consequence'of 
the renewal of the quarrel between the 
grand ducal courts of Baden and Hesse. 

A remarkable collection of films for 
a moving picture maohino is being de¬ 
veloped at the laboratory of Thomas A. 
Edison in West Orange, N. J. The 
pictures are from Klondike and are 
intended for the exhibition Edison i9 
to make at the Paris Exposition. All 
the films which have been developed 
have been successful. The entire series 
will show actual life in the Klondike 
as it has never been Bhown before. 

Sir Alfred Milner, Governor of Cape 
Colony, and W. P. Schreiner, the 
Premier, have issued a proclamation 
dolnring null and void the proclama¬ 
tion of the Orange Free State asserting 
that a portion of Cape Colony is now 
Free State territory. Sir Alfred Mil¬ 
ner’s proclamation warns all British 
subjects in the colony of their duty 
and obligations to the Queen. 

Inquiries at the London Foreign 
Office show that the report published 
in the United States that “Siam has 
joined the China-Japan offensive and 
defensive alliance” is so utterly im¬ 
probable as not to merit attention. 
The officials of the Foreign Office are 
not even aware that there is any 
“offensive and defensive alliance” be¬ 
tween China and Japan. 

King Leopold of Belgium is much 
depressed over the approaching mar¬ 
riage of his daughter, Crown Princess 
Stephanie of Austria, to Count Lenyai, 
by which she will lose her standing at 
the Austrian court. Prince Philip of 
Coburg, who married her sister, and 
his mother hav* left Vienna for Lon¬ 
don, where, it is believed, the wedding 
will take place. The Brussels court 
feels itself deeply slighted. 

An American engineer is en route to 
China on behalf of Chioago men, on 
whose behalf he expeots a share in the 
expeoted contract to be given out by 
the Chinese Government for the de¬ 
molition of the famous Chinese wall. 
It is stated that one French, two Brit¬ 
ish and three German firms are also 
bidding for the work, payment for 
whioh is to be ample in the shape of 
rich concessions, so that ont of the 
ruins of the wall there may arise great 
engineering and industrial works whioh 
may change the whole future of China. 

A Times cable from London says: 
Passing from the all-absorbing war- 
complications topic, it may be interest¬ 
ing to note how disintegration appears 
to be rapidly coming over the Austrian 
Empire. Thanks partly to the efforts 
of the Ultramontanes and their anti- 
Semite tools, race hatred is At a white 
heat and different sections of the em¬ 
pire may be said to exist in a state of 
half-suppressed to oivil war. Between 
Czeoh and Teuton there seems to be 
even less room for a truce, and parlia¬ 
mentary institutions have ceased to 
possess any meaning except to afford 
an arena for free fights. 


Petition By the Cuban Farmer*. 

Havana.—Governor-General Brooke 
received a petition signed by a number 
of Cuban farmers, urging protection 
against American corn. The farmers 
say they have no money to buy machi¬ 
nery, but have to plant by hand and 
to oarry their produce on their backs 
to where they obtain little for it, ow¬ 
ing to the fact that there is scarcely 
any duty on foreign graip. The peti¬ 
tion goes on to say that this condition 
of things greatly handioaps the Cabans 
in their attempts to recover a degree 
of their former prosperity. 

Incidentally, the farmers protest 
against the proteotive duties on oil, 
alleging that these are in force solely 
to protect one American refinery, 
whereas a protective duty on corn 
“would mean the welfare of thousands 
of small farmers whose only source of 
revenue is wbat they make by growing 
corn.” 


Attack on the Standing of the Famous 

French Theater Not Well Founded. 

New York.—A cable to the Sun 
from Paris saye: M. Muhlfeld. a 
prominent dramatic critic, having made 
a ferocious attack on M. Claretie, man¬ 
ger of the Comedie Francaise, the 
affairs of that famous theater are now 
being generally discussed on the boule¬ 
vards. According to M. Muhlfeld, the 
Comedie Francaise is goiDg to ruin and 
tbe one-time most famous theater in 
Europe has now become the home of 
indifferent noting and bad plays, while 
bankruptcy stares it in the face. Com¬ 
plaints are made that the best Frenoh 
actors are not engaged, while the best 
of those who are employed are allowed 
to leave the theater and act elsewhere. 
As a matter of fact, these charges 
gTeatly exaggerate the real 6tate of 
affairs. M. Claretie is not responsible 
for the absence from the Comedie 
Francaise of such leading actors as Nob- 
let,. Gintry and Huguenot, who prefer 
the enormous salaries they can earn in 
other theaters to the comparative pit¬ 
tance paid by the Comedie. For the 
same reason and for want of funds for , 
the purpose of paying salaries, M. ! 
Claretie is compelled to go on tours in 
order to add to their incomes. Other¬ 
wise the company would break up. 

As regards bankruptcy, the reserve j 
fund of the Comedie ffancaiee is £40,- j 
000, which is double what it was when \ 
M. Clarotie was appointed. Its re- ; 
ceipts for 1898 were greater than for] 
any year in the previous ten. The 
decrease this year was chiefly attribu¬ 
table to tbe production of “Othello.” 

CANNIBALS SLAIN. 

Disastrous lie* tin m of An Attack on a 

Telegraiih Expedition. 

London.—Mail advices from the' 
Congo announoe that Captain Moliun, 
formerly United States Consul at Zan/.i- j 
bar, who is commanding tlie Belgian ! 
Tanganyika-Congo telegraph expedi- j 
tion has reached the Congo Free State, | 
and was engaged at the end of J'tly in I 
a fierce battle at Zangui, where his 
force consisted of ten Europeans, with 
Captain Moliun commanding. Shortly 
after the attack commenced Baron 
d’Hamis, the Belgian commander, 
dispatceh three companies of soldiers 
to assist Moliun, and the enemy, con¬ 
sisting of cannibals who horribly tor¬ 
ture their wounded, were finally 
routed. 

Captain Mohun did groat execution 
with a repeating rifle. It is estimated 
that the enemy numbered 100 men, 
and they lost 800 killed and 600 
wounded. 

The Belgian force' lost, nine men 
killed and forty-seven wounded. The 
enemy fled to Tanganyika.

Washington.—An understanding has 
been reached by whioh it is expected 
that negotiations will be opened Boon 
at Madrid for a new treaty between the 
United States and Spain. This will be 
the last step toward completely restor¬ 
ing the friendly relations between the 
two countries. Tbe war with Spain 
swept the old treaty out of existence 
and the only international agreement 
now in existence is the peace treaty, 
which is confined to the events growing 
out of the war, and hns no reference to 
ccmunerce, navigation,’extradition and 
other manifold relations between na¬ 
tions in times of neace. 

coming nee nations will be for 
the purpose of forming such n treaty of 
ooinmeroe, amity and friendship. The 
present condition is quite anomalous, 
as there is no basis on which persons 
could bo extradited from one country 
to tho other, or for the determination 
of any commercial difference whioh 
might ariee. Fortunately there has 
been no case occasioning serious differ¬ 
ence. 

Both sides expoct that the new treaty 
will be a great improvement on tbe old 
obo, which was an antiquated docu¬ 
ment, dating back to 1795, with many 
of its provisions devoted to the bound¬ 
ary between Florida, then a possession 
of Spain, and tlie United States. 
Save ior tbe Cushing protocol, it had 
been impossible to frame a new treaty 
satisfactory to both Bides and it re¬ 
mained for the war to dispose of it and 
thus open the way for a modern treaty. 
It has been thought that the Due 
d’Arcos would conduot the negotiation 
with the State department here, hut 
tbe Minister is rather relieved at the 
understanding that the work will be 
oarried on at Madrid. The United 
States Minister there, Bellamy Ktorer, 
Will act for the United StatoH. 

SEARCHLIGHT FOR FIREMEN. 


ENGLAND MAY LEAVE SOMOA. 


Chance of Final Settlement With Ger¬ 
many Improving. 

Berlin.—Samoa oontinues to exercise 
the press, which indulged this week in 
the wildest surmises. On the author¬ 
ity of the Foreign Office and the 
United States Embassador, Andrew D. 
White, the correspondent, is in a posi¬ 
tion to say that the presont situation 
is that the negotiations between Ber¬ 
lin and Washington some time ago 
reached a satisactory agreement and 
those between Berlin and London are 
progressing satisfactorily. The chances 
that they will shortly reach a definite 
and satisfactory conclusion have ap¬ 
preciably improved luring the last few 
days. 

Great Britain seems on the point of 
yielding to a certain extent to Ger¬ 
many’s claims and representations of 
major rights in the islands. At present 
it looks as though Great Britain would 
retire altogether and leave Germany in 
sole possession of Upolu and other 
islands, exoept a coaling station at 
Pago Pago, belonging to the United 
States. This solution, in fact, has 
been reached in principle, but what 
equivalent Germany is to cede to 
Great Britain is yet in doubt. 

What lias just been said shows 
the oarnest. desire of tlie German Gov¬ 
ernment to remove all ground for fric¬ 
tion with the United States. As indi¬ 
cating an equal wish to cultivate tho 
most friendly relations may bo men¬ 
tioned the delicate compliment paid 
the United States on the occasion of 
former President Benjamin Harrison’s 
visit to the new palace at Potsdam 
when the Stars and Stripes were 
hoisted on the palace. This was the 
first timo they ever floated over a j[oyal 
Prussian or imperial palace. Another 
attention was shown General Harri¬ 
son. When the personnel of the 
United States Embassy was enter¬ 
tained at dinner by Prince Hohonlohe i 
the latter and all the German officials j 
present did not wear their decorations, | 
as a oonipiirnent to the American j 
guests.

DANGER IN CHEAP GLASSES. 

A Great Many Eye* Ruined toy At¬ 
tempts at Ecoaoay. 

Looking back now to the time when 
the Itinerant quack doctor and the 
wandering dentist spread misery and 
destruction over the land, we wonder 
at the Ignorance or carelessness of our 
fathers In trusting their teeth or even 
their lives to hands so untrustworthy. 
A very similar tiling Is done todn.v by 
people who buy spectacles or eyeglass¬ 
es from men who sell them on the 
streets or have their eyes fitted by op¬ 
ticians who have no qualifications for 
doing the work. 

A surprising number of people buy 
their glasses from venders on the 
streets. They get glasses for 50 cents 
which seem to them just as good as a 
pair they would pay 85 for having 
made on nn oculist’s prescript ion. and 
they think they have saved money. 
Glasses acquired in all sorts of ways 
by Inheritance or exchange from a 
friend or even glasses found on the 
streets are used to the detriment, even 
to the destruction, of the wearer’s 
sight. 

“People seem to think glasses are 
like clothes.” said nn old oculist the 
other iln.v. “nml if they are fairly com¬ 
fortable and look well they ask no 
further questions.” 

Another way In which people dam¬ 
age their eyes is through carelessness 
In trying to remove dust or cinders 
from them. They try themselves, a 
friend tries a rub. the nearest drug 
store and the nearest optician are call¬ 
ed on. all before nn oculist Is consult¬ 
ed. The result Is that the eyeball Is 
often badly rubbed and scraped, and 
In many Instances permanent Injury Is 
done.—New York Evening Post. 

Will Accept the HoNpital Hlilp. 

London.—The Government has grate¬ 
fully accepted the offer of the American 
women in England to equip the steam¬ 
er M tine, which has been lent without 
charge to the British Government by 
the Atlantic Transport Company, as a 
hospital ship for use in South African 
waters. 


UNCLE SAM HAS LAND LEFT. 


CommtMldner Hermann'* Report on tlie 
Public Domain. 

Washington.—The annual report of 
Comissioner Hermann of the General 
Land Office, just made public, shows a 
grand total of 929,808,068 acres of un¬ 
appropriated and reserved public lands 
in the United States. The disposals of 
public lands during the fiscal year 
show an increase of 728,556 acres as 
compared with the aggregate of tbe 
previous year. The total oash receipts 
of the service increased $792,142 over 
last year. Original homestead entries 
showed a decrease of 28,970 in area in¬ 
volved, and final entries an increase 
of 329,939,192 in aiea. 

The Commissioner made a number 
of recommendations looking to the bet¬ 
terment of the land, and suggests the 
enlargement of the Mount Ranier Na¬ 
tional Park in Washington and the 
Yellowstone National Park in Wyom¬ 
ing. Protection against fires is espe¬ 
cially urged. It is estimated that the 
average yearly loss from this cause is 
not less than $20,000,000. The proper 
utilization of the grazing lands on the 
public domain is also urged, and it is 
pointed out that so long as the land 
laws require mill men and other lum¬ 
bermen to pay a fair price to the Gov¬ 
ernment for timber supplies drawn 
from public land there aliould be an 
equal charge levied on the grazing pro¬ 
ducts of public lands. The Govern¬ 
ment, it is urged, should derive a rev¬ 
enue from leasing such lands. 


Koval By Him Hay. 

Washington.—Another writer from 
the ranks of society will soon have 
book readers talking. Miss Hay, 
daughter of Secretary Hay, is at pres¬ 
ent engaged in writing a novel that 
will deal with the social life of Wash¬ 
ington. Her book, friends say, is 
likely to cause something of a stir in 
the fashionable and diplomatic world, 
as a number of obaraotera will be 
easily recognized aa persons in tbe 
public eye. Miss Hay made her debut 
in society a year ago and will figure 
largely in all the society events of the 
ooming season. She is a handsome 
young woman of many talents. 


Extending Civil Government. 

Washington.—Word has been re¬ 
ceived here of the further extension of 
civil administration of the towns adja¬ 
cent to Manila. These include Pasig,Ta- 
gnig and Pateros, where elections have 
been held under the direction of the 
military officials in order to secure a 
full quota of native officers to carry on 
the civil affairs of the town. 


Novel Addition to the New York De¬ 
partment’ll Apparatus* 

New York.—The New York Fire 
Department is soon to have a novel ad¬ 
dition to its apparatus in the form of a 
complete electric searchlight on wheels 
whioh will go to fires with the en¬ 
gines, and it is expected, will do a 
Os-are of work in aaving life and prop¬ 
erty fully as important as that of any 
of the other machines. Its purpose 
will be to light up the dark parts of 
the street and aid the firemen in the 
regulation work and also to light up 
the faces of the buildings where people 
may be in danger and to throw light 
into the buildings. The machine will 
resemble a (fire engine and will use a 
similar boiler, bnt in the place of 
pumping machinery the engines will 
drive a dynamo. There will be two 
searchlights each with an eighteen-inch 
projecting lenB. 


ANOTHER LANGTRY SEPARATION 


The Aotrea* and Young Da Bathe Said 
to Have Separated# 

New York.—A cable to the Journal 
eays: Mrs. Langtry and her latest 
husband, the comic and callow Hugo 
de Bathe, it is believed, have sepa¬ 
rated forever, going their respective 
ways and vowing never to see each 
other again. A popular account of the 
quarrel is to the effect that De Bathe 
was jealous. • Neither bride nor bride¬ 
groom will talk about the matter, but 
there is no lack of conversation as to it. 
Mrs. Langtry dined at the Savoy res¬ 
taurant with a big man, wearing a 
large mustaohe. They bad tbe best 
dinner the plaoe could supply and 
laughed and chatted uproariously, evi¬ 
dently not depressed by any thought of 
young De Bathe, who was described by 
acquaintances as biting his nails. Mrs. 
Langtry, however, has shown no evi¬ 
dence of being disconsolate. She is 
continually seen about with the men of 
London’s merry world. 


The Emperor Intend* to Secure III*} 
Dealrcit in That Direction. 

Berlin.— It is aspertud in quarters 
usually reliable that Emperor William j 
is tlie sole moving spirit in the new 
naval programme. The present agita¬ 
tion was undertaken without first, con¬ 
sulting the Bundesrath and really 
againBt the wishes of that body. 

The Emperor’s speech at Hamburg 
on the occasion of tbe launching of the 
new battle-ship Kaiser Karl der Grosse 
was designed, it is said, not only to 
criticise the Reichstag, but to censure 
the Bundesrath, which }ias not fol¬ 
lowed his majesty’s urging,particularly 
Bavaria and Wurtembnrg,whose repre¬ 
sentatives in the Federal Council have 
hitherto opposed the Kaiser’s naval 
ambitions. 

His majesty, still according to the 
same informant, intends to crush out 
all opposition in both Bundersrath and 
Reichstag by a great popular agitation 
set on foot by the inspired article pub¬ 
lished by the Norddeutsclie Allgemeine 
Zeitung, asserting that Admiral von 
Tirpitz, Secretary of the Navy, has re¬ 
ceived the Emperor’s sanotion to pro¬ 
ject an enormous increase of the navy. 
The Imperial Chancellor, Prince von 
Hohenlohe, is said to be very indig¬ 
nant. 

Canada Want* to Try For the Cup. 

Montreal.—H. Barclay Stevens, for¬ 
mer vice-commodore of the Royal 8t. 
Lawrence Yacht Club, and owner of 
i the steam yaoht Dana, and some other 
well-known yachtsmen, are working to 
form a syndicate to ohallenge for the 
America cup through the Royal Nova 
Sootia Yacht squadron. If the plan 
materializes and a challenge should be 
accepted the boat is to be built in 
Nova Sootia. 


Overproduction of Uniform*. 

Philadelphia.—For tbe first time in 
the history of the Shouylkill arsenal 
in this city there will be a suspen¬ 
sion in tbe work of making uniforms 
for tbe United States Army because of 
overproduction. It is understood that 
the official order of the suspension was 
received from Washington a week ago, 
and that tbe notice to the employes 
will be posted this week. The effeot 
of tbe order will be felt by many 
widows of soldiers in this city, aa it 
means the laying off of over 1500 
women workers. The Schuylkill ar¬ 
senal is tbe largest manufactory of 
Government clothing in tbe United 
Statea. 


To Buy Off the Kalsar. 

Berlin,—The Vomisohe Zeitung says 
it understands thn Great Britain has 
offered Germany the Gilbert islands 
and the British portion of the Solo¬ 
mon ialanda in return for Germany’s 
claims in Samoa. 


Fl«h Law* Violated. 

Seattle.—The United States revenue 
cutter Perry, Captain W. F. Kilgore, 
returned from a five-months’ cruise in 
Alaskan waters. Captain Kilgore 
says he found several flagrant viola¬ 
tions of the fish laws and regulations 
on the part of certain cannery corpora¬ 
tions ; that they have fenced one par¬ 
ticular stream, preventing the salmon 
from reaching their spawning grounds.

Irrigation and Rain. 

Flowers know the difference between 
a rainstorm and a drenching from the 
garden hose. You may deluge them 
with barrels from the hydrant, and 
they will at best simply hold their own. 
Generally they wither In the long, dry 
seasons, and that without regard to the 
artificial wetting they may receive from 
the gardeners. But let a little shower, 
however brief, fall upon them and they 
brighten visibly. The difference is that 
the rain brings down with It through 
the air or collects in the air a chemical 
quality that the vegetation needs. The 
rainwater may be as like that in the 
lake as two volumes of water can be, 
but when it has ridden the upper levels 
of the atmosphere, when It lias traveled 
through the various stages of vapor 
and liquid, and has tumbled down 
through that retort of the air, it has 
became charged with elements that no 
man can give It, anti the flower knows 
and recognizes It, as the first field flow¬ 
ers recognize it in the beginning. 

RnrninK Weed*. 

It Is a mistake to let weeds go to seed 
in the garden or around the farm, un¬ 
der the impression that they can be 
destroyed if gathered in the fall and 
burned. In the first place, the job is 
apt to be forgotten until most of the 
weed seeds have been scattered. Even 
if a weed is burned, its seeds may not 
be destroyed unless a hot fire of brush 
is first made anil tlie weed seeds are 
thrown on a mass of burning coals. If 
weeds arc plied in heaps they burn 
slowly, and as the seed falls to the 
ground it is protected from burning by 
the strata of carbonic-acid gas that is 
found at the bottom of all slow-burning 


Improve Your Cattle. 

It is probable that prices of beef will 
be higher during the winter, and if so 
there should be a profit in cattle. It 
may be that refrigerator beef will be 
an obstacle in the way, but tbe usurpa¬ 
tion of tho market by such beef has 
been due to the inferior cattle and the 
difficulty of getting a constant supply 
of choice beef in the East compared 
with that sent ready dressed from the 
West. When Eastern farmers become 
prepared to supply enttle of the best 
quality they will posses local advan¬ 
tages that will give them control of the 
home markets, but they must first Im¬ 
prove tlieir breeds.—Philadelhia Rec¬ 
ord. 

To Keep Cider t^cet. 

Pure sweet eider is only obtainable 
from clean, sound fruit, aud conse¬ 
quently the apples should be carefully 
examined and wiped before grinding. 
That made from decayed fruit will be 
filthy and sour In the beginning, and 
nothing wll make it sweet and fit to go 
into a human stomach. Good older may 
be kept sweet several months by plac¬ 
ing In encli barrel Immediately on mak¬ 
ing the folowing ingredients: Ground 
mustard, 4 ounces; salt, 1 ounce; 
ground chalk, 1 ounce: alcohol, 1 pint.

STANDS THE TESTS, 


Typewritten Matter Proved to Re 
More Durable than Anv Other. 

Now the typewriter has almost super¬ 
seded the pen in commercial life, the 
question of the permanency of the writ¬ 
ing done by the machine is one of con¬ 
siderable Importance. Recruit tests 
show that the impressions made by a 
typewriter are more lasting titan the 
ordinary pera-and-lnk writing. 

The writing of a typewriter has been 
submitted for seven days to the action 
of the following reagents: Petroleum, 
ether, alcohol, water, strong chlorine 
water ,a mixture of ether and alcohol, 
3 per cent, oxalic add, 10 per cent, 
citric add, 10 per cent, hydrochloric 
acid, 10 per cent, tartaric add and 4 
per cent, sodium hydrate. 

As to tile results of this severe test, 
there was no visible action, except that 
in the cast! of the chlorine water and 
sodium hydrate, the writing was turn¬ 
ed brown in consequence of the de¬ 
struction of the methylene blue and a 
part of the Prussian lxltie. In spite of 
partial bleaching the writing was still 
very distinct and readily legible. 

Another test was of the relative per¬ 
manency of good fluid ink anti of the 
ink used upon the typewriter upon 
plain white paper with the ivcn and the; 
machine. Thirty-one hours after the! 
one had been made on the typewriter, 
the sheet was immersed for five mim-j 
utes in a strong solution of hydrogen 
dioxide. I 

Five times the volume of distilled 
wafer was added, and the sheet was 
completely covered with the solution, 
and allowed to remain in the sunlight 
eighty-four hours. On being removed, 
washed and dried, it was found that,! 
while the inscription with the ordinary} 
ink was scarcely discernible, that) 
made by the typewriter was clear andl 
distinct.

The Director of Posts at Manila, 
Philippine Islands, reports that the 
large numbers of letters addressed to 
soldiers and sailors at that office are 
undeliverable, through the failure of 
the sender to place on the envelope the 
name of the company and regiment, or 
other organization to which the ad¬ 
dressee belongs. 

Postmasters are directed to inform 
their patrons of this fact, either per¬ 
sonally, through the press, or in any 
other feasible way that can be done 
without expense to the Department, 
and, that all mail matter addressed to 
persons connected with the United 
States Service in the Philippine Islands 
must, to insure delivery, not only bear 
the name of the addressee, but the full 
designation of the particular branch of 
the service to which he belongs, viz.: if 
to a soldier, it must bear the name of 
his company and regiment; if to a 
sailor- the name of his vessel, ane if in 
any other branch of the public service, 
the designation of that branch.

They will 
thrive on that which other animals 
will not eat, and will increase the value 
of the pasturage by consuming that 
which hinders the growth of the 
grass. They will need but little care, 
are vigorous and healthy, and they 
breed so rapidly that the owner will 
soon have them graded up enough to 
have an Income from their fleece. The 
meat is as palatable to most persons as 
good mutton, and they will soon fur¬ 
nish the most available supply of 
healthy, fresh medt the farmer can 
have during the summer months, as an 
ordinary family can consume a kid or 
young goat before any of the meat be- 
.gtns to become tainted even In the hot¬ 
test weather.—Texas Stock and Farm 
Journal.
